National had their own resistors in the early 30's: hand labled ceramic 
with metal end caps. They look a lot like RF choke forms.

Wayne, 
One way to solve your problem and to retain "compatibility" is to drill a 
small hole next to the cord comming out of the base and place a small DPDT 
switch inside the base. Mark it B - P for Boat - Power or H - L for high 
and Low impedance. 

I can not recall exactly how I wired it but on one 
pole it was mic hot to cord or to amp input and the other pole was the 
cord voice line to either the amp out or to the mic element. Has worked 
great for 10 Years. 

If you want, place a paper diagram inside the base so 
if you need to refer to it you know where it is.

Hi All, 


I will step out and say that I prefer tube over solid state rectifiers 
in a HiFi amp. I have not compared different brands of tubes but I have 
friends (manufactures) in the high end audio industry that are real 
picky when it comes to all of the tubes they use, including rectifiers. 

The resolution of a serious HiFi is really scary. There are subtle 
things that your ear can hear that we have yet to figure out how to 
measure. Your eyes and ears are much more sensitive than any measuring 
device man has constructed. The are also hooked up to the most 
powerfull multitasking super computer. 

This brings up an interesting point in radio equipment. It seems that 
communications manufactures spend so much time and energy in the RF and 
IF stages that the audio section is overlooked. While I have yet to try 
this with boatanchors, some simple mods to the sand state equipement I 
have owned have made a substantial improvement in recoverable audio from 
a weak signal. Simple things like quality caps, silver/teflon wiring 
etc. These things are standard fair in respectable HiFi equipment.

After I posted my request for info on alignment of the R-388 crystal 
filter (essentially T-102), many of you asked that I send on anything I 
found since this information is missing from at least some versions of 
the Army and Collins manuals. 


Thanks to Al Parker, W8UT, I now have the information -- although I 
wasn't very happy when I discovered it required a sweep generator to do 
it right :-( 


On the bright side, however, I played with an alternative approach 
while waiting for Al's info to arrive, based on the simple instructions 
for an NC-300. The filters are quite similar, and I got reasonable 
results using the instructions from the National manual. (Yet another 
method is given in a National Service Bulletin for the NC-300, but I 
found no substantial differences in performance between the two). 


Anyway -- the full-bore instructions as well as my simple alternate can 
be found at http://home1.gte.net/nq5t/r388align.htm. Each presumes you 
have already properly done an i-f£ alignment per the manual EXCEPT for 
adjusting T-102, which would be the last step.

I hope I can keep this on (or close to) the list topic; going to try, 
as could benefit from other input! Colin, I haven't gota 
blowtorch--hoping to shed light not heat. 


On Tue, 11 Nov 1997, Colin Thompson wrote:

I have trouble buying this. While it's not impossible that the choice 
of rectifier (SS or glass, various devices within the two families, etc.) 
would impact the dynamic impedance of the supply, it's lookin' though a 
great big brute lowpass filter at the B+ rail, and that filter--if 
properly designed!--should swamp out such variations to a fair-thee-well 
(call it three decimal places). The major thing governing what the B+ 
"looks like" to the load is the PSU filter, and (if any) individual 
filters for the tubes. Unless the mfrs are chintzing out on filter 
components in a major way (and from National to Conrad-Johnson, I'm not 
seein' that), the rectifying device is just not significant.

H'mm, the score's getting better--this is half sensible and half "I 
don' get it." It is demonstrably true that the "bargain" ceramic 
condensers exhibit a great many undesireable traits, like variation in 
Capacitance with almost every parameter including applied DC & AC voltage. 
But magic silver wire I don't credit, unless it helps those who don't 
comprehend that copper wire's gotta be C-L-E-A-N when soldered make better 
joints; the typical impedances, lengths of wire, and wire sizes used 
within a reciver are such that, given good connections, you should be able 
to get away with just about anything, provided attention is paid to lead 
dress (stray C, etc.). 

There xarex genuine parts "gotchas" out there--condensers are 
incredibly non-ideal components (meaning they don't want to act like the 
math we use to describe them), with cheapie ceramics and polarized types 
leading the pack; some film-type resistors can exhibit significant shunt 
inductance, due to manner in which they are trimmed to value ('swhy the 
VHF+ gang still likes composition resistors), and so on. But there's also 
a lot of sales-driven mind-gaming around, and no handy way to tell the two 
apart. 


> These things are standard fare in respectable HiFi equipment. 


There's another problem at work here; I deleted the bit about our ears 
perceiving things the test gear misses & the powerful multitasking device 
that lives betwixt our ears, but that's both true and a trap: the workings 
of the mind are such that information alters perception (and our memory 
for specific sound is not terribly good--why do you think so few have 
perfect pitch?). So there's a certain amount of "I worked on it and it 
sounds better to me!" going on beneath the conscious level. The effect 
can be so pronounced that, in setting up critical audio systems for FM 
broadcast (back when it mattered), we'd put someone off in another room to 
listen and not tell ‘em which knobs were being adjusted! If that person 
said it sounded rotten, we could be sure it did. ;) 

The unidirectional truth about our ears and test gear is that we xcanx 
hear problems we don't know how to measure--but if the numbers are crummy, 
the gear *xwillx sound bad. Checking slew rate (how fast the amplifier can 
get from on rail to the other, often with a square wave on the input) is a 
pretty good predictor of overall performance; other tests (audio intermod, 
"grit" or transient intermod, and good old fashioned THD & noise 
floor-clipping level checks) are known to produce valid results when 
properly interpeted. (John W. Campbell demonstrated the problems with 
simple AF checks in the '50s, when his trick phase-splitter circuit turned 
out to be a locking-to-input sinewave oscillator: on single-tone tests, it 
produced splendid, clean sine waves, leading to good THD numbers and awful 
sound when you played music through it!) In general, the numbers are good 
predictors of real-world performance, and are not subject to the 


psychoacoustic effects that impair direct perception. ("Of course it 
sounds good, it's a Linn-Sondek!" "Watta ‘bout that huge bend in the 
stylus?" A real example, I was there! <grin>) You've got to use both; if 
the numbers are good and it sounds good to you, it's acceptable. 


...AsS for audio in comms gear, it's usually pretty putz. In most 
applications, this stuff drove headphones 99% of the time. Hams using 
radiotelephone modes are the only users who traditionally preferred 
speakers. Magnetic cans are *not*x hi-fi transducers; the AF section often 
got short shrift therefor, as splendid sound falling over in a forest 
sounds just like crummy sound when you're using Trimm "Commercial" 
bandwidth-limited headphones (etc.). 

There are exceptions. Hallicrafter's SX-28 had, for its day, an 
outstanding AF amp, as good as or better than anything on the hi-fi market 
at the time! Some of the big Nationals were decent, too, and no doubt 
there are plenty of others. But the usual concern was to get audio every 
bit as good as A. G. Bell delivered by wire, and it doesn't take much to 
do that.

Folks, 


A friend and fellow BA enthusiast, Erik, KCOALS, is in the process of replacing 
a transformer in an HT-32 transmitter. The original transformer had two black 
wires for 115 vac input to the transformer. 


Another "original" HT-32 transformer obtained from someone who parted out an 
HT-32 has a 3 wire primary on the transformer with white, black and white/black 
wires. 


Testing the transformer shows that the white and black wires provide correct 
output when fed with 115 vac. 


So, what's the white/black wire? Curiously it does not measure with an Ohmmeter 
to be exactly a center tap and doesn't seem close enough to one end of the 


primary winding to be a hi/low line voltage tap. 


Any ideas what this 3rd primary wire is? Is this possibly from a later or 
earlier model HT-32?

The Comet is coming along nicely, thanks in large part to the patience 
and good advice of listfolk. Last night saw the completion of 


capacitor replacement. _Every_ cap in it leaked (save the micas and 
air variables), according to my Heath cap checker (and I haven't 
checked the micas....). The effect on the sensitivity was salutary, 


but now that it sounds kinda like a radio, two more problems have arisen. 


(1) There is a nasty heterodyne coming from somewhere. Every carrier 
has a tuning whistle, as if the BFO were on. However, the BFO ain't 
on, and the heterodyne does not change frequency when I vary the BFO 
frequency. Occurs with and without the crystal filter in the circuit. 


(2) The gain is now so high that when I turn it up all the way I now 
get regeneration. It quits when I crank the gain down again. This is 
a real problem for weaker stations. 


I have no idea where to hunt for these malevolent insects. Because of 
all the cap replacement, I figure it may have something to do with 
either parts placement or grounding. I was unable to use some of the 
original physical wiring schemes because the replacement caps are very 
different in terms of shape and termination.

Hi Gang: 


Back in the Dark Ages when Moby Dick was a minnow, I was in the Air Force, 
actually starting in 1952. But it was at Scott Field that I went to the Comm 
Repair School and was introduced to the ART-13 and the BC-348, a real pair of 
Vets left over from WWII. 


My first assignment after school was to go to Korea, where I was assigned to 
the 942nd Forward Air Control Squadron, the "Only gound combat outfit in the 
USAF! That was sorta our motto, along with being known as the "Mosquito" 


squadron. 


Anyway, I was assigned to assist putting in air strikes, running flare 
mission, and assisting the artillery on the line in the Ninth Corps with the 
Capitol ROK Division (later with the 3rd and 40th U.S. Divisions). 


The ART-13 and BC-348 in our radio jeeps was meant to keep us in contact with 
our supply base in Chunchon. We talked the planes in on their targets on an 
ARC-3. All were mounted in the jeep and driven by an aircraft generator 
geared to the jeep's gear box, so it worked when the jeep was in neutral. 


Between strikes and at night,I used the BC-348 wired to portable speakers to 
supply the infantry guys with us so they could hear the Armed Forces Radio 
station in Japan playing music that was popular in the U.S. 


After the truce was signed, I went off to an air refueling squadron that flew 
the KC-97s, converted B-29s, so we could offload fuel to jet bombers in 
midair. Again, the ART-13 and BC-348 were used for long haul communications. 
In fact, General Curtis LeMay, commander of SAC, was a ham, and he 
occasionally flew in one of these operating the ART-13/BC-348 on the ham 
bands using a trailing wire. 


Subsequently, I was sent on TDY to Morocco and Labrador, where I hauled out a 
spare ART-13 and BC-348 and worked on 20 meters AM and CW. What a gas to be 
the DX guy! 


So, for all you out there who can remember operating one in the Aix Force, 
and for those who have resurrected these for ham operation in the 1990s, I 
think we owe the deigners and builders a salute for a job more than well 
done. 


And on behalf of those who used them in the service but don't have access to 
them now, "Keep ‘Em Flying."

The only thing I could add to Bobbi's "dissertation" is that SS 
rectifiers (in my experience) often cause an incredible amount of noise 
which can get into audio stages and become amplified. A handful of 
ceramic bypass caps across each diode and thence to a common (ground) 
point usually eliminates this, however. This noise is usually radiated, 
not passed through the filter.

Here is a question that I can't find the answer to in any books. Why is 
there a low value resistor in series with the grid, before the input 
cap, on the 1st RF stage of many communication receivers? It probably 
isn't a fuse, since the windings of the input transformer would blow 
first. It probably has no affect on the input impedance at the HF 
frequencies. Examples: There is a 10 ohm resistor in series on the SX71, 
33 ohms on the NC303, and 22 ohms on the SX99.
